HALIFAX, June 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The steamer Harlow, 
which went to Bay St. George, New- 
foundland, with a cargo of provisions, 
etc., was notified at its arrival at that 
port by the Collector of Customs that 
he would not permit the landing of any 
goods, that the people had refused to 
pay customs duties to the Newfound- 
land government. Mr. Harlow con- 


sequently proceeded on his voyage up 
the Newfoundland coast, getting as 
far north as Flower’s Cove, where the 
people were found to be in a destitute 
and deplorable condition for want of 
food. At the urgent request of the 
local relief committee some of the 
cargo was landed for distribution. 
Calling at Bay St. George on her re- 
turn voyage it was found that the res- 
idents aud island government had 
come to an understanding, the former 
agreeing to continue to pay customs 
duties on the promise that the author- 
ities would consider their grievances.

THE DUTY OF THE EDUCATED 
FARMER. 


What the Agriculturist of the Future 
May Accomplish for the Ad- 
vancement of This 
Nation.

Amuerst (Mass.,) June 15.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A sermon before 
the graduating class at the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College was de- 
livered toduy by Prof. C. S. Walker. 
The topic was, The Duty of the Edu- 
cated Farmer.“ Prof. Walker said: 


Heretofore in all parts of the world the 
farmer has been no match for his adversary. 
He has never held his own against soldier 
or priest, against politician or statesman. 
In ancient times he was a slave; in the 
middie ages a serf; in the nineteenth cen- 
tury he is sla serf, peasant or proprietor, 
according to location. ‘lhe American 
farmers as a class are face to face with a 
crisis, They have subdued a continent and 
furnished raw material for our factories, 
bread for operatives and manhood for our 
civilization. They — the Nation’s 

credit with their he ed dollars. 
rescued endangered liberty with their con- 
sclentious ballots, and defended time 
again the Stars and Stripes with their loyal 
blood. 42 in v. strong lu char- 
acter, striking in individuality, lovers of 
home, massive in common sense, fertile in 
resources, dovout believers in Providence, 
the farmers of America will never allow 
themselves to be overwhe!med by the fate 
that sunk the tillers of the soil 
in India, in Egypt. in Europe. From 
all parts of this land farmers are coming 
together. Organization and codperation 
are the wonderful ideas that have awakened 
them as never before. ‘They are grasping 
hands with a grip that means something; 
comparing ways and means, and uniting 
upon ends to be gained. They demand for 
themselves and children education equal to 
the best. ‘hey insist npon a fair share of 
the profits of American industry, claiming 
that no State can long exist in which the 
tillers of the soil bear must of the burdens 
and share littie of the blessings of advancing 
civilization. But they are in danger of 
making mistakes in the struggle that shall 
turn back the progress of the movement. 
They demand leaders. ‘To supply this de- 
mand is the imperative duty of the edu- 
cated farmer. hatsoever of bodily vigor, 
mental power and moral heroism the edu- 
cated farmer has acquired from ancestors, 
college or university, he will need, that he 
may consecrate al "to the great work of 
strengthening his brother farmers of Amer- 
ica, so that they shallever remain the im- 
movable foundation of this, the only re- 
public witose empire has not been rapidly 
undermined.

Céunting the People Under 
Difficulties. 


EXPERIENCES OF CENSUS MEN. 


It Is a Big and a Hard Job, but a Fair 
and a Full Count Will Be 
Made — Humors of 
the Work. 


For two weeks past Supervisor of 
Census L. E. Mosher and his corps of 
enumerators have been hard at work 
trying to get at the correct population 
of this city. As almost every one 
knows, the United States takes ac- 
count of stock once in every ten years 
by counting human heads. The last 
count was made in 1880, and as the 
population has greatly increased since 
then, especially in Southern California, 
the people of this section are more 
than anxious te see the official report 
of the census-takers. This is the 
eleventh census, and it is believed by 
many that it will demonstrate the fact 
that the population of Southern Cali- 
fornia has more than doubled since 
the last one was taken. There 
are people in this city, 
however, who firmly believe that they 
are About to be swindled, for they have 
registered more than one bet that the 
population of Los Angeles city will 
reach way up in the nineties, and when 
they are told that the number is liable 
to drop down below fifty thousand, 
they get mad and think the Northern 
Citrus Belt has put up a job on them. 
One prominent citizen who has held 
high official positions in this city called 
at Supervisor Mosher’s office in tbe 
Bryson-Bonebrake block the other day 
and informed Mr. Mosher that the 
whole thing should be stopped at once. 

But why?” asked the Supervisor. 
Because it's a put - up job. The Gov- 
ernment should have taken this census 
three years ago, when we were in the 
midst of our boom. We could have 
made a good showing then, but now I 
don’t know what will happen to us. 
If we don’t make this the second city 
in California we are ruined, sir, and it 
is your duty to puta stop to it,“ and 
the p.c. fumed at the mouth and 
swore that be could whip the man who 
putupthe jobon Los Angeles. He 
could not be made to understand that 
the census could not have been taken 
three years ago. He then undertook to 
tell Mr. Mosher how the census should 
be taken. He wanted to know how 
many names had been taken. 

J cannot give you any information 
on that subject,” replied Mr. Mosher. 

But I am atax-payer and I want 
to know just what you are doing. I 
have a right to know how this thing 1s 
going. You have been at work long 
enough now to be able to give me an 
estimate. What do you think your old 
census will show?“ 

Mr. Mosher quietly told him that it 
is against the law for him to give any 
information and handed him the fol- 
lowing important order to supervisors 
and enumerators to read: 

The thirteenth section of the census act 
of March 1, 1589, makes it a misdemeanor, 
punishable by a fine of $500, for any super- 
visor or enumerator te communicate to any 
person not authorized to receive the same 
any anfermation gained by him in the per- 


ND J duties. It is not, there- 


or enumerators to make public ur 
y part of the information 

m. Thisapplies with equal 
force to local authorities, newspapers. and 
individuals. In no case will the Superiu- 
tendent grant permission to divulge any 
such information. 

No tabulations whatever of the returns 
must be made by the supervisors, and no 
rough estimates given out. The schedules 
should be sent to Washington immediately 
after examination has been made by the 
supervisor to discover omissions and errors. 

Mr. Mosher has found this order 
quite handy, for it has saved him con- 
siderable trouble. He has been be- 
sjeged by people who insisted on know- 
ing how the census is coming out, and 
after the first day he found it neces- 
sary to post this order at half a dozen 
couspicuous places in his office. 

As near as can be learned there have 
been no attempts made in this city to 
bribe either the supervisor or his 
enumerators for the purpose of induc- 
ing them to swell the population; but 
Supt. Robert P. Porter has discovered 
that this kind of work is being carried 
on in certain sections or he never 
would have issued the following order: 


To the Supervisors of Census: It has 
been brought to the attention of the Super- 
intendent of Cansus that the City Councils 
and s of e of certain western 
cities have appropriated sums of money to 
aid their Census Supervisors in the enu- 
meration of the population. While it may 
be urged by some that such a proceeding is 
legitimate, and merely intended to help the 
Government to obtain a fair and full enu- 
meration, I am compelled to look upon it as 
an almost irresistible temptation to fraud, 
and as conseqnently endangering an honest 
count of the people. If tolerated by this 
office, it would have a tendency to bring the 
whole census into dierepute. ‘ 

You are, therefore, positively instructed 
not to receive any such compensation your- 
self, nor countenance for one instant the 
payment of any sum of money whatever, by 
municipalities, corporations, associations, or 
persons, to enumerators. Any Supervisor of 
Census who is not content with the remune- 
ration allowed by law (which is double the 
amount paid in 1880) should at once resign. 
The Eleventh Census must and shall be 
above suspicion. Lo tolerate any action on 
the part of yer —— associations, or- 
ganizations, or individuals, no matter how 
powerful they may be, which has for its 
purpose the debauching, or which would 
even throw the slightest upon the 
truthfulness, of the returns uld, in my 
opinion, be nothing short of a crime against 
the people of the United States. 

This whole matter, tugether with the 
facts in the possession of this office, has 
been laid before the Honorable Secretary of 
the Interior, and the action of the Superin- 
tendent of Census in placing every legiti- 
mate obstacle at his command in the way of 
the distributien of local funds for this pur: 
pose meets with the Secretary’s approval. 


If there had been such an — 
d 


‘made in this city Mr. Mosher wou 


lave exposed the projectors, for he is 
bot the man to tolerate anytbing of an 
underhand character. He will give 
the people a faif count, and, as he has 
almost two weeks more in which to 
close bis work, there is no doubt but 
that be will not miss more than a few 
hundred. 
THE POOR ENUMERATOR. 

The life of the enumerator is not 
an easy one, and it is safe to say 
that not more than half a dozen of the 
166 enumerators under Mr. Mosher 
would accept the job again under any 
circumstances. He has thirty-two 
men inthis city, and itis enough to 
bring téars to the eyes of a tender- 
hearted man to hear them tell of some 
of their experiences. 

One poor fellow, who is working in a 
sister city, wrote letter after letter to 
Mr. Mosher after the first day asking 
to be relieved. He had no idea what 
he was undertaking when he was 
sworn in. His last letter winds up in 
the following language, which is a fair 
sample of many others that have been 
ved from all parts of the district: 

I have had four irate women drive me 
from their houses with brooimsticks and 
other feminine weapons, and have had sev- 
eral doors shut in my face, a stick or two 
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mometer has held its own at 114° dur-

One old soldier, who has been work- 
ing on Boyle Heights, walked into the 
Supervisor’s office yesterday afternoon 
and threw down bis last report.

Some would answer without 
trouble, but others would cover their 
heads up and yell for help. Ob, I have 
had a regular picnic! The greatest 
number I ever took in one day was 
218, but I was so tired that night that 
I could not sleep.“ 

One lady in a fashionable part of the 
city saw the enumerator coming across 
the street to her house and she met 
him at the door.

What the Industry Will Do 
for This City. 


AN OLD MINING MAN TALKS, 


Valuable Information for Capitalists 


—Los Aggeles Can Be Made 
a Mining Center What - 
Is Needed. 


The question of smelters in Los An- 
geles is one which is assuming consid- 
erable importance. The remark is 
frequently heard among those who 
give thought to the matter that the 
time is not far distant when the condi- 
tions will be favorable for an enlarge- 
ment of the city’s resources in this di- 
rection. The generality of citizens, 
however, are somewhat at sea as to 
what Los Angeles wants of smelters, 
and, after they are here, what they 
accomplish for the city. 
TIuks reporter had a talk with 
Messrs. Wade & Wade yesterday upon 
the subject of smelters, and they made 
clear some of the obscure points about 
their relation to Los Angeles. The 
gentlemen are analytical chemists and 
assayers, are located in the city and 
have given the matter much attention. 

E. M. Wade, upon being asked the 
question plumply, whether or no a 
smelter would pay in Los Angeles, 
oo emphatically in the affirma- 
tive. 

Upon being asked to give a reason 
for the belief that was in him he said; 
Los Angeles is the commercial center 
of a vast empire, including western 
Arizona, western New Mexico, and 
when the Salt Lake road gets through, 
southern Nevada and southwestern 
Utah. She occupies this position,“ 
he continued, by reason of 
of natural topographical feat- 
ures and the advantage of two trans- 
continental roads tributary: to her, 
running through a country abounding 
in mineral wealth.“

Bar- 
ring this question of fuel, the local 
capitalists control the situation, Even 
with expensive fuel a smelter ofight to 
do well in Loa Angeles. It is princi- 
pally a matter of coin. The most 
practical method of solution is for the 
capitalists of the city to combine forces 
and proceed with such an enterprise. 

e should learn a lesson from our 

ationalist friends, and do for our- 
selves what we are fully able to do, 
instead of allowing outside capital to 
come in and exact tribute of us which 
had best be kept at home.“ : 

„But what will the smelter do for 
the city?“ 

That seems a foolish question, but 
perhaps it should be answered. In 
the first place, the statement that Los 
Angeles could be a mining center car- 
ries with it, to those familiar with the 
subject, a great deal. Instead of paying 
tribute to outside centers, it would be 
the source of mining supplies for all 
this southwestern country. Every 
gain in this direction would add to the 
importance of securing such a position 
for our city. 

‘It means dollars and cents to the 
city; it means an increased inflow of 
capital; it means the development of 
resources which cannot but be beyond 
the present power of men to estimate.

‘pavern of some length, This cavern 
may become an object of curiosity to 
travelers in the future as being the 
place where the clew to Mosby’s sud- 
den and mysterious appearances and 
disappearances about that very spot 
has long been concealed. It is no off- 
set to the trustworthy source whence 
the story connected with this rocky 
cavern comes, that it comes out now 
for the first time after all these years. 

A strange mystery hangs about 
Mosby. He was the specter-chief of 
the Shenandoah. The caves of the 


. Valley for which it is celebrated have 


left their dark, mysterious furtive- 
nesses upon him. 

At the breaking out of the war he was 
about 35 years of age. He stood in his 
stockings about five feet seven, had a 
wiry, slender form, small hands and feet, 
black hair, gray eyes, a cuttingly sharp 
aquiline face, a bold Roman nose, and 
weighed about one bundred and thirty 
pounds. He wasa fine horseman. 


In view of the mysteriousness that has 


always hung about his movements, the 
following thrilling and trustworthy 
story, so far, certainly, as he is con- 
cerned, told * the assistant surgeon 
of the First New York Veteran Cav- 
alry, and an eye-witness to nearly all 
of the facts which be narrates, will be 
intensely interesting. John Lozier, the 
author of the story,is a son of the 
John Lolier who constructed the New 
York viaduct and whose name is cut 
on the stonework at its mouth. 

He himself was a graduate of the 
Columbia College, an assistant surgeon 
in the First New York Veteran Cav- 
alry, which was the first cavalry regi- 
ment raised for the war. He is an 
able, upright and truthful man, who 
has the confidence and respect of all 


swept the valley. Sometimes they 
would sight Mosby, but as soon as they 
pursued he disappeared on the spot, 
and as soon as they drew off down the 
valley he reappeared ready for another 
brush. He had the help of the valley 
people.

Col. Taylor worked hard at the head 
ofthe Rangers, but Mosby was still 
there, eluding all efforts to find his 
hiding-place. At last Gen. Grant got 
tired of the scandal of the Shenandoah 
Valley. It was then that he issued his 
famous order to Sheridan: Burn the 
valley and leave it in such a condition 
that a crow flying over and wanting to 
live must carry his rations with him.“ 
This order, said the surgeon, was re- 
peated to me word for word by the 
surgeon in the Maryland Heights Hos- 
pital, who heard Grant give the order 
to Sheridan. I give it literally—just 
as it came from his mouth—just as he 
said it came from the mouth of Grant, 
word for word. Some people in 
the South have foolishly supposed 
that the burning of the valley 
was Phil. Sheridan’s doings. It is ut-

blighted scenes and blackened stumps, 
there was a single thing over- 
looked by the soldiers on the way down 
it was burned on thé way back. The 
valley was shrouded in gloom. For 
weeks a black, heavy pall of smoke 
hung over it so thick that you could 
not see the sun through it. 
But out of the embers of the burat 


shafts running up to the roots of trees 
and arranged in such a way as to defy 
detection. On the walls of this cavern 
hung large iron rings, showing plainly 
that the cave had been lighted by lan- 
terns.

CONGRESS appropriated 881.000, 000 
for pensions for the present fiscal year, 
and this was supplemented with a de- 
ficiency appropriation of 821,000.

This 
will make a total of 8108, 000, 000 for 
the present fiscal year. 


THE development of a strong feeling 
against foreigners in Japan is rather 
surprising, as the tendency in that 
country for years past, has been 
toward an increase of liberality in 
dealing with foreign nations.

The rodents are 
killing poultry and eating the corn and 
marigolds in spite of the efforts of the 
professional ratcatchers, who say the 
worst ls still to come. Some of the 


rats are said to be as large as rabbits 


and very vicious, attacking people 
when brought to bay. 


As soon as the news was received in 
San Francisco that the Secretary of 
the Navy declined to award the con- 
tract for the new cruisers to Irving M. 
Scott until the strike was settled, the 
Iron-moulders’ Union appointed a com- 
mittee to wait upon the iron manufac- 
turers to discuss a basis for arbitra- 
tion. This shows a commendable feel- 
ing on part of the men, especially as 
they have been holding their ground, 
and should be met by the manufactur- 
ers in the proper spirit. 


MOoORMONS are settling in the Sierra 
Madre mountains in Mexico, and the 
Mexicans are encouraging them, as it 
is supposed they will aid in destroying 
the Apaches. The Indians will, how- 
ever, get many Mormon scalps before 
they give up the retreat which has been 
theirs for centuries. With the Sierra 
Madres closed against them, Arizona 
would be comparatively safe from 
depredations, as they always make 
straight for those almost impregnable 
mountains, after leaving the reserva- 
tion. 


THE value of physical education for 
our youth is rapidly becoming rec- 
ognized. The mind cannot be prop- 
erly developed unless the body is made 
to keep peace with it. We too often 
force the brains of our children at the 
expense of their systems, and the con-

down. It has been suggested that 
calisthenic exercises be introduced 
into the public schools of Los Ange- 
les, after the same plan which has 
proved so successful in many of the 
large cities of the country, such as 
Chicago, Kansas City and Boston, 
where principals and teachers are in- 
structed how to conduct the exercises,

should be put in practice. 


PRACTICAL TEMPERANCE WORK. 


Our prohibitionist friends would ac- 
complish more good if they would de- 
vote less attention to politics and the- 
oretical moralizing on the evils of 
drink, and more to practical attempts 
to win people, from an excessive in- 
dulgence in liquor. It is of no use to 
coustantly denounce saloons, as long 
as no attractive substitute for them is 
offered. The saloon is, toa great ex- 
tent, the poor man’s club. It is fre- 


quently the only place where 
he can find warmth. comfort 
and social intercourse. The 
rich have their clubs and their com- 


fortable homes, often with wine cel- 
lars. The laboring man, when un- 
married, too frequently * has but a 
small uninviting room, and—the side- 
walk. It is little wonder that the 
brilliantly Jighted saloon becomes a 
regular resort for thousands in such 
circumstances, whodo wot care par- 
ticularly for drink. 

What those should do who are wag- 
ing war upon the liquor habit ia to 
offer a substitute for the saloon, but 
the substitute must be as attractive us 
the place with which it is desired to 
compete. It must not be a goody- 
goody” sort of place. run upon a char- 
itable basis, for your average work- 
ingman will avoid anything of that 
character. In London, excellent work 
has been done by the coffee palaces,“ 
which are handsomely fitted up, bril- 
liantly lighted, and made in every way 
as alluring as the gin palaces with 
which the British metropolis abounds. 
Food and drink—the latter of a non-in- 
toxicating character—are provided at 
low rates, but the establishments are 
run upon a strictly business basis, and 
pay a fuir dividend at the end of cach 
year. Smoking is allowed in most of 
the rooms, and games of all sorts are 
provided, such as billiards, chess, back- 
gammon and so forth, also a great 
variety of newspapers and magazines. 
In connection with these establish- 
ments lectures and other entertain- 
ments are frequently given, at a nom- 
inal entrance fee, to which the fre- 
quenters are invited to bring their 
families. The effect of these coffee 
palaces upon the population in the 
densely settled portions of London has 
been excellent. 

In this country a beginning has been 
made in this line. In Philadelphia 
and other eastern cities temperance 
saloons have been established. They 
have everywhere been found to be a 
most powerful instrument for the ad- 
vancement of the temperance cause. 
They should be multiplied. The “rum 
nend“ cannot be destroyed by tracts, 
or resolutions, nor even by acts of 
Congress. 


MURAT HALSTEAD ON STATES’ 
RIGHTS. 


Murat Halstead's Brooklyn paper, 
the Standard-Union, is a bright and 
newsy nine-column folio. It publishes 
over four columns of editorials, in 
many of which the trenchant style of 
Mr. Halstead is easily discernible. In 
the latest issue received, replying to 
a request from the Louisville Courier- 
Journal for some information on the 
Republican doctrine in regard to 
States’ rights, Mr. Halstead says: 

It is so easy to give you a straight tip on 
that question eet we will do it, notwith- 
standing your ingratitude, not to say in- 
capacity to — the obligation we 
shall heap upon you. The Union was, by 
the terms ot the Constitution, more per- 
fect” than the colonial association or revo- 
lutionary Confederacy. ‘The Constitution 
is a document proceeding, by its own terms, 
from “we, the people.“ The Southern poli- 
ticlans combined, and, intensified by the 
common and peculiar interest of slavery, 
made themselves professors of interpreta- 
tion of the Constitution.

point of the bayonet. The States are not 
as sovereign as they were when their sover- 
eignty was wanted for slavery extension. 
Tuere isa good deal more of the Nation 
than there was. 


THE World is a four-page, four-col- 
umn weekly circular, which was started | 
in San Diego about six weeks ago. It 
is believed by many to be the organ of 
Senator Bowers, and the contents of 
the latest issue appear to confirm this 
opinion. There is quite a savage at- 
tack upon Gen. Eli Murray, and consid- 
erable heavy laudation of Senator 
Bowers. The attempt is also made to 
prove what is not a fact—that Los An- 
geles is endeavoring to divide San Diego 
on the Congressional question.

How “The Silver King“ Was Writ- 
ten and Named—“The Brazil- 
lan” a Failure—Manager 
Wyatt’s Benefit. 


Perhaps there is no question of more 
importance to the permanent welfare 
of the stage as an institution deserv- 
ing of respect than that involved in 
the ethics of dramatic criticism. | 

The subject is one that has been 
often discussed, and the responsibility 
of the critic as an intelligent, honest 
thinker has been always urged, but it 
is not always so freely admitted that 
the dramatic critic through neglect, 
careless or otherwise, of the duties of 
his profession, is to a large extent re- 
sponsible for some of the gonditions of 
the stage which he should be the loud- 
est to condemn. While there are those 
who do not shirk their obligations in 
this regard, there is an evident neces- 
sity fora unanimous raising of the 
standard of criticism, if such a thing 
can be achieved. 

The initiative should, of course, be 
taken in the larger cities, and it should 


vertise “reformed convicts’ to give 
an exhibition of burglary with tools 
and appliances in a sensational piece 
without a united, emphatic and et- 
fectual protest being made on the part 
of the press. Nor should women whose 
notoriously immoral lives are their 
only claim to public notice be 
allowed to _ receive recognition 
as “actresses,” no matter how 


may be prepared to spend in printer’s 
ink. Neither should prices intrinsically 
worthless be puffed into notoriety on 
their first production, with the assist- 
ance of the critics, and exploited over

A CLIMBING HORSE. 
The coming Railroad for Wilson's 
Peak. 


possibility of a railway being con- 


tant day, the following description of 
a cog-railway now in process of con- 
struction from Manitou to Pike’s 
Peak; a distance of nine miles, may 
be of interest to the readers of THE 
Times. It is from the Rock Island 
Railway Guide: 


The track will be laid of mage steel 
rails, and the rack-rail in which the cog- 
wheel onthe engine operates will be se- 
curely fastened to theties in the center of 
the track. The cogwheels will be placed in 
under the boiler of the engine between the 
drive wheels, and will be operated by spe- 
cially arranged machinery. The line is to 
be constructed in the most substantial man- 
ner, and will be a standard-gauge witha 
fifteen-foot roadbed, to provide against 
danger in case of derailment. There will 
be no wooden bridges nor trestlework, only 
solid masonry culverts and bridges being 
used. so that there will be no trouble from 
washouts. 

The rack-rail system consists of three 
rack bars or rails instead of one, bolted to- 
gether and operated simultaneously as one 
rail. The bars are so arranged that while 
no two cogs enter the notches simultane- 


same time, thus insuring a continuous, e 
motion, without jar or noise, and as 
cog rail is independent, the breaking of a 
cog would not interfere in the beast with 
the operation of the others, and safety is 
thus absolutely assured. The engine (to 
weigh forty tons) will make the trip up the 
ak in one and one-half hours and down 
n one and one-quarter hours. It will oper- 
ate by. cogwheels alone, there being no 
adhesion drivers. The cogwheels, two in 
number, are placed directly over the center 
of the track in such a position that they 
gain the advantage of the weight of the 
engine. he rear of the locomotive is 
elevated so that the boiler will be nearly 
level when on the heaviest grades. The 
two tanks on each side of the boiler carry 
the water supply, there being no tender, 
and sufficient coal for one round trip is 
carried in a coal box in the rear of the cab. 
As the engine pushes the train up hill, in- 
stead of pulling, as in ordinary railroad 
trains, it has no use for a pilot or “cow- 
catcher,” and resembles in hardly any re- 
spect the ordinary locomotive. The — 
ger coaches will not differ materially from 
the ordinary Pullman day coach, but will 


the car js on an incline 
This will be the most novel railway in 
the world. When it reaches its objective 
point above the clouds, it will render almost 
insignificant, by comparison, the famous 
cogway up Mt. Washington and the 
clined railway up the Righi in Switzerland. 
But superadded to the many elements of 
randeur it will possess, the most startling 
eature of all will occur when, with the aid 
of powerful electric arc lamps placed at 
short intervals, its entire track to the ver 
crest of the lofty peak will at night becom 


one continuous blaze of ight. The electric 
power will be furnished by a dynamo plant 
situated at the foot of the fncline, and 


trains will be run at all hours of night. An 
unbroken chain of dazzling tiridessence; 
stretching up from somber depths, crossing 
awful chasms and ascending to a height 


before attained, will constitute a wonder- 
fully weird and grand spectacle—a sight 
worth going thousands of miles to beho!
